The more or less astute and for reasons of his 
own, conservative, Broadchurch of The Spirit 
of The Times, comments on Presbyterian as 
follows :

His name suggests the sturdiness of 
action which marked the original Presbyterians. 

H. Foreland, our San Francisco correspondent, 
writes : “The reopening of Washington Park and 
the certainty of some hundred days’ racing at 
Chicago, together with the poor prospects from 
adverse weather conditions in our country dis- 
tricts, have combined to induce the California 
Jockey Club to abandon their proposed summer 
circuit with meetings at Sacramento, Los An- 
geles and other points. This is a wise decision 
on their part, for, under existing circum- 
stances, the venture could not have been a 
profitable one. It will also very materially as- 
sist the success of the Montana season and re- 
lieve the strain of continuous racing in this 
state.”
